As Cause of World Chaos"

Science. Editor Jules ‘Bergman 
in. his Sunday -night ‘speech on 


* ecology. He spoke in behalf -of 


the World Affairs Institute. 


“ Using impressive statistics on 


air, water and pesticitle pollu- 
‘ tion; Bergman drew a dark pic- 
ture. But he felt they were not 
the most pressing: problems of 


‘the day. The need for vastly’ 


improved medical. “care, hous-

_ came first on his list of priori- 


ties..
